Soviet Commission’s 
Statement 


Sian) thousands of Jewish refugees from Western 
Galicia and Western White Russia were execuicd 
by the Nazis when they retreated from Maikop, 
according to a statement made.in Kuibyshev by 
Miriam Wardamacka, a teacher from Riga. Among 
the slain was a well-known professor of Riga Uni- 
versity, Dr. Menachem Rubin, and Mr. Isaac Gurlan. 
member of the editorial staff of the Riga daily 
SE VODNIA. 

The following report has been published by the 
Commission to investigate Nazi atrocities in the 
occupied areas, headed by Professor Yerusalmsky : 

‘in Kamensk, near Voroshilovgrad, ten Gestapo 
men. centered the house of a man named Bernholtz, 
where they tound his wife, two daughters, and his 
16-year-old son [saac, The Gestapo agents asked 
them to disclose the whereabouts of the father, who 
had jomed the partisans. The daughters Esther and 
Rachel were beaten with whips until blood streamed 
from the cuts. The boy was also whipped and one 
of his ears‘torn off. The wife was badly man- 
handled. Two neighbours were then called in to be 
interrogated, and when the Gestapo men failed to 
extract any information from them about Bernholtz, 
they ordered the daughters to strip and to beat cach 
other The son was ordered to beat his mother. 
He refused, and atiacked one af the Gestapo mea, 
whercupon he was beaten till he fell unconscious.” 


Mother and Daughters Dead 


The statement describing the torture of the Bern- 
holiz family was signed by two Ukrainian women, 
Martha Koziluk and Anna Shukhardina. They 
declared that they, too, were beaten by the Gestapo 


men, bul managed to escape. When they returned . 


two hours later they found Mrs. Bernholtz and her 
two daughters dead 

Another signed statement received by the Com- 
mussion shows that Boris Margolim, an engineer, who 
was employed in the Promikouyan coal mine in the 
town of Shachty, near Voroshilovgrad, remained m 
the town after Hs occupation, hiding among the 
The Gestapo learned that he was stil! in 
the town, and visited his house every day, threatening 
bis family with reprisals unless they disclosed 
his whereabouts. When Margolin learned that his 
family was in danger, he returned home. Shortly 
afterwards the Gesigpo arrived. One of the agents, a 
notorious murderer named Warmund, pounced on 
Margolin. Some workers rushed to the house, 
whereupon the Gestapo started shooting at point- 
lank range, killing the entire Margolin family, 
including his 70-year-old mother. is was the 
signal for the wholesale slaughter of the Jews of 
Shachtv, 3,000 of whom were later found drowned 
in the coal mines alter the retreat of the Nazis.

THE NEW POLISH 
CABINET 


Progressives in Majority 
By our Polish Correspondent 


The new Polish Cabinet under the Premiership of 
M. Stanislaus Mikoiajczyk, the Peasant Party leader, 
has held two meetings and at both of them-——I under- 
siand—the Jewish question was discussed ai con- 
siderable length and a number of decisions taken 
More than ever the Polish Government, Or, to be 
correct, the more enlightened ciements in it, realise 
that there can be no better evidence of the sincerity 
of their desire to follow General Sikorski's demo- 
cratic policy than to adopt a liberal and progressive 
attitude to the Jewish question. and to do so not 
merely for utilitarian reasons. 

Generally speaking the new Polish Cabinet, with 
its enlarged representation of the Socialist and 
Peasant Parties, may be regarded as a welcome and 
workable solution. Instead of the two. seats they 
had in the Cabmet under Sikorski, the Sociaint 
and Peasant Parties will now cach have three, while 
the Endeks (National Democrats) and. the Christian 
Labour (Genera! Haller’s Party) will have only two 
seats cach, This means that the left and Democratic 
clements have now a numerical superiority which in 
some measure compensates for the regrettable 
absence of General Sikorskis hberal. personality 

But onty in some measure! The fact remains that 
the ttndeks are still in the Cabinet and that one 
of them, Dr. Seyda, who was well known for his 
milttant anti-Semitism im Poanan before the war, 
has been left im charge of a Most important post 
He.is the Minister entrusted with preparing Poland ‘s 
demands for the Peace Conference. tn this capacity 
he wields great influence, for he - advises the 
Governmeat on policy that may be beneficial or detri- 
mental to these demands and their realisation. The 
retention in this office of a reactionary and anti- 
Semite a situatron that Jews and real Polish 
democrats gereatiy deplore 

Assimilationist 

There 6, however, some compensation, as far as 
Jews are concerned, in the fact that General Haller, 
whose name has been assoceated with anli-Jewish 
riots, has naw teft the Cabinet and also in the fact 
that Dr. Grosfeld, a Polish Socialist of Jewish origin, 
is in the Cabinet. But it must be remembered that, 
regarding the latter appomiment from a Jewish 
of view, as Jews naturally wilh, Dr. Grosfeid 
is hardly likely to defend Jewish interests. He is, 
like other Jews in the Polish Sociahst Party. an 
assimilationist, and like the late Herman Lieberman, 
who was Polish Minister for Justice, he does not 
concern himself with Jewish matters. Had the 
Government really wished, as they might well have 
done, to have a representative of the Jewish minority 
in the Cabinet, there would have been no difficulty 
in finding a Jew for that post. Polish Jews are 
justifiably disappointed that sich a step was not 
taken. Nor has any Jew been given a posi as an 
Under-Secretary although five were appointed and 
more are expected to follow. Among the Under- 
Secretaries is General Isidor Modelski, who figured 
prominently among the financial supporters of the 
ill-famed Jestem Potakiem, The Generali, who had 
been kept in the background by General Sikorski, 
has now been brought back doubtless through strong 
pressure fr6m Dr. Seyda and his Endek (riend: 

M. Mikolajczyk’s declaration made shortly alter 
the Cabinet was sworn in and jater confirmed in the 
press, that the Polish. Government would abide by 
their charter of equality and by General Sikorski's 
democratic policy generally is naturally welcome. In 
theory, at any rate, the declaration is proof of the 
new Government's realisation that this is ns best 
policy, both for the present and in preparimg the 


foundations. for Poland's future Nevertheless, 
while the Jews will greet this Government with 
somewhat mixed feelings, they are unhkely to 


rudge M. Mikolajczyk the support they gave to 
Bis predecessor t is their hope that soon the 
Government will be rid of the reactionary element 
still there and be able to put into practice its declared 
policy. 


REFUGEE’S VALUABLE WAR 
INVENTION 


Dr. Ciynes, a Jew who arrived in Australia five 
years ago from Hungary, has made an important 
contribution to the War effort by inventing a new 
quartz crystal-cutting machine for radiolocation 
apparatus, which reduces the operation time from 
three days to thirty-two minutes. It is expected that 
some of these machines will be ordered by Great 
Britain and the United States. 

The Hon. Norman Makin, Munitions Minister in 
the Commonwealth Government, who visited Dr, 
Clynes’ workshop, paid high tribute to the contribu- 
tions made by such types of future citizens towards 
the progress of Australia. 

Dr. Clynes previously designed an acrooautical 
test laboratory which proved so successful that it 
was ordered by the United States of America,

Dr. Weizmann’s Analyses 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann held a press conference last 
Friday, arranged by the Jewish Agency for Palestine, 
at the Savoy Hotel, London. A statement was issied 
which Dr. Weizmann supplemented, and — he 
answered questions alier 

In the course of his statement, Dr. Weizmann drew 
attention to the encouragement and sympathy he had 
noied tor the movement lor Jewish national rchabili- 
tation in Palestine, after the sufferings of the Hitler 
regime, evident particularly in religious and political 
quarters m America, whence he had recently arrived 

In his supplementary statement, Dr. Weizmann 
he went to Anierica to study what the attrtude 
of the American Jewish community towards the 
Jewish problem in gencral and Palestine in particula: 
was, and, as lar as powibic, to ascertain the attitude 
of American statesmen and leaders and public 
opimon towerds PaleMine As far as the Jewish 
community was concerned, be, thought its attitude 
would become quite clear by end of August 
They were organising an all-American Jewish con 
ference which would have only one point on the 
agenda, and ihat was “ Palestine.” 


Reform Rabbis’ Attitude 


Dr. Weizmann referred also to the conlerence 
which took place in New York on the last Sunday 
on which he was in Amerma, a conference of. 
American Reform Rabbis who were typical repre 
sentatives of what was called assimilated Jews Phis 
conference geain passed a resohution m tavour of 
a great Jewish immigration, emphasising the impor! 
ance and pride of place of Palestine in the post-war 
reconMruchon 

To-day one could say that, with the exception of 
a few individual dic-hards. practically the whole of 
American Jewry would be certainly in favour of a 
grcai Jewish mmeraton and the grea effort of 
reconstruction im Palestine -alier the wa

Mr. Morrison, in his reply, pomted out that 
British democracy and the British Parliament had 
been faced with a foe which for fifth column 
technique and unscrupulous methods, and = for 
exploiting treachery, was different from the genera! 
run of foes in wars. The cotntry and Parliament 
gave the Government exceptional powers “to save 
our throats. 


Potential Quéslings 


“ The people we are dealing with,” said the Home 
Secretary. “* were nasty bits of work, and among the 
British vareety there were who were potentially 
just as bad as Mr. Quisling of Norway and the 
Rexists of Beigium, and | ail prove it from the 
records of the Home Office.

Mr. Morrison 
retorted : “ My hon. friend would let these persons 
out uniess we could get a conviction in a court ol 
law. & do not agree with him: and, with ercat 
respect, I do not believe that the mass of the British 
people agree with him; and I do not believe that 
the people of Ipswich agree with him.” 

Mr. Stokes: “ 1 can assure my right hon. friend 
that I am capable of dealing with the people of 
ipswich. I said that Sir Oswaid Mosley is a notori- 
ous figure, well known to a great number of people 
I woukd not use the same methods with other people, 
particularly some of the people my right hon. friend 


employs.” 

“Tl will bear that in mind. I am 
very glad that I have made my hon. friend put his 
argument in another way. I do not propose to go 
into these cases: I do not think it would be right to 
do so.

Service. this same period of approxi- 
matcly twelve months, 25 new orders of detention were made. 
Three were egainst persons who had been released and 
were subsequently found to be cngaging in activities necessi- 
tating their detention again There are now-—apart from 
cases. in which has been Gccided in principle to release 
479 persons in Gctention. as compared with 529 on June 
1942 Of the 429, 286 are persons of hostile origin of 
amociation. SS were concerned in acts prejudicial to the 
public safety or the defence of the realm. 88 were members 
of the British Union or active in furtherance of its objects. 
Since 1&8 came into force, the Advisory Committee has had 
before 1.6072 persons. In 95 per cent of the cascs effect 
has been given to the Committce’s recommendations. In 61 
cases the Committee’s recommendation for release has not 
been adopted: in 17 release has been authorised when the 
Commitice recomamended continucd detention. Of the 61 
persons detained in spite of the recommendation for rcicasc, 
39 arc, in fact. eersons of hostile origin of association

On the question of identity cards, Mr. Morrison said the 
only ones now marked are those where the conditions of 
release are such that i is necessary to have a record so that 
the police can stake a record.

The United States 
does not adopt that rigid policy. The United States 
makes admission dificwh, bul when a pesson is 
admutted he is accepted very quickly. 

Mr. D. L. Lipson (ind., Cheltenham) said he was 
glad to hear Miss Rathbene refer to the possibility 
of dealine with this probiem of population by point- 
ing out that a would be to the advantage of this 
country to welcome immigrants from other 
countries, I think (he added) we have pursued in 
recent years a very shortsighted policy m this matter. 
Under present conditions there is 4 very oppor- 
tunity. Millions of people in Central Europe have 
been dispossessed from their homes. It will not be 
possible for many of them to go back even if they 
wish, and this country might set an ¢cxampic to 
other countries by opening her doors much wider. 
Fhe decline in population ts not only a British prob- 
lem; it is also an Imperial problem, for every part 
of the Empire is crying out for an increase of 
population. 


RAW DEAL FOR PALESTINE 
CITRUS? 


Mr. W. W. Astor (Con. E. Fulham) asked the 
Colonial Secretary on Wednesday whether he was 
aware of the distress prevasling among the citrus 
pfoducers im Palestine and whether he would con- 
sider the installation. of a dehydration plant to 
enable those products to be exported 

Colonel Stanley: “ Yes, Sir; | am aware of the 
difficulties that have been experienced by the crirus 
producers m Palestine in drsposing of thet produce 
The measures taken in 1942 by the Palestine Goverh- 
ment (0 assist Browers were if An answer 
given to Mr. Creech Jones on July }, 1942. Similar 
assistance has been -provxied for this years crop. 
The dehydration. mission, consisting of two officers 
Ministry of Food and the member of the 
United States Commuttee of Agriculture, & at present 
visiting Africa and ts expected to visit Palestine m 
the near. future. The mission will report to the 
Minister of Food and the report will assist me in 
advising the Palestine Government whether any 
action should be taken in the matter of installing a 
dehydration plant in Palestine. The production of 
concentrated citrus juices has already been started 
in Palestine, and quantities are purchased by the 
Ministry of Food.” 

Mr. Astor asked if he was aware that the dehydra- 
tion of citrus fruits was already a suecessful produc- 
tion in the United States, and that ms immediate 
introduction into Palestine would not only relicve 
the distress of the Jewish colonists, who had put 
so much capital and skill into their plant, but also 
would provide a very useful source of vitamins to 
the troops and relieve Europe after the war. 

Colonel Stanley said it was for that purpose he 
was getting the report.

RESURRECTING JEWISH 
CULTURE 


Needs in Post-War Europe 


Dr. Cecil Roth lectured on “ The Resurrection 
of Jewish Cultural Life Pt the War,” to the 
members of the Institute for Jewish Learning, at 
57, Eaton Avenue, N.W.3, last week 

Dr. Roth said he regarded Jewish culture as 
a matter of the most vital importance to Jews, « 
if they were going to «peak of the resurrection of 
Jewish cultural life after the war, they had to have 
some idea of the Jewish world that one envisaged. 
He imagined that there would be some sort of 
re-establishment of the Jewish communities of 
Western Europe, some nuciecus would remaim in Cen- 
tral Ewropean lands, and that aothwithstanding the 
devastation of recent years there were goimg to be 
considerable numbers of Jews in Eastern Europe. it 
was on these assumptions that he based his remarks. 

“ Without vision the people perish “and with- 
out Jewish vision the Jewish would perish. 
Where a knowledge of Judaism continued Judaism 
was safe; where the knowledge declined. Judaism 
was dead: and he beheved the great sin of the last 
generation of their English Jewry, which in many 
respects was an adorable Jewry and achieved great 
things, was its neglect of the eternal cultural values, 
and because it was a people without vision, the peopic 
did perish. And he could pot conceive a Judaism 
without a knowledge of the Jewish language, of the 
Jewrsh ideals, and of the Jewish record 

Apart from this sentimental argument, there was 
another side. He was never tired of emphasicing 
that Jewish culture had not only its spiritual aspect, 
but a had, too, its political-aspect. That politica! 
aspect was one which was growing in importance 
and during the last few years had become one of the 
prome weapons against them and. therefore, should 

one of the prime weapons im their defence. It 
surely followed that, as a corollary of the defcat of 
Nazism, there must be en attempt to re-cducate 
Central Europe, re-educate Germany and the 
countries which had been under German control, in 
Judaism, to give them a proper, sane, healthy, and 
objective view of Jewish life and the Jewish record.. 


Pro-Semitic Research 


To his mind, he continued, it was important that 
even in those areas in which there were bo Jews 
there should an attempt to clear away the atmo- 
sphere of mnorance and prejudice, because such 
ignorance and prejudice barred the possiduility, of

Lady Reading and Palestine 


“ You cannot divorce the Jewish mind and the 
Jewish soul from Jerusalem,” said the Marchioness 
of Reading, when she addressed the Theodor Herz! 
Society at the Ham rene Garden Suburb Institute, 
Central Square, N. , recently. 

Apart altogether from the fact that Palestine was 
a country from which they originally sprang thou- 
sands of years ago, they had never forgotten it, she 
§ It was the country of their history. They. 
had had no Jewish history since they left Palestine. 
It was the country of their holy places, the centre of 
their religion, and the hope of their people. 

“1 went to Palestine,” Lady Reading said, 
very assimilated Englishwoman with very bitte 
understanding of Jews and Jewish problems, and 
brought up in thoroughly English ways. But when 
I first put my feet on the soil of Palestine, I had one 
reaction. It was ‘I have come home.’ ” And she 
asked herself what the Arabs had been doimg with 
her home while she had been ye all these years. 
It had been terribly neglected, it was time she 
came home and cultivated her ‘onedee once again. 
She fclt this in every fibre of her being. She felt 
that it was a personal challenge to her and that it 
was something so well worth devoting one’s life to 
that nothing mattered by comparison. 

When people asked her was there room for all 
Jews in Palestine, she replied “ when there are so 
many Jews in Palestine that there is no more room, 
then let us talk about it again.” They knew that 
there was room for many more, and it depended on 
how they developed Palestine, what they made of it, 
as to how many people could live in #t. It was the 
only country where. the more Jews there were, the 
stronger they were. and where the Jews cried out for 
more Jews to come in. “ We have a -grcat oppor- 
tunity : do not let us lose it,” she urged.

FAILLRE OF ASSIMILATION. 


Speaking on the the subject of “ Assimilation” 
at a meeting of the. Institute of Jewish Learning at 
the Anglo-Palestiman Club last week, with Dr. H. 
Steinberg in the chair, Mr. Berl Locker stressed 
t the real problem began where assimila- 
Hon was converted into assimilationism—not as a 
decision concerning. individual Jews who ceased to 
be Jews, but as a programme for solving the Jewish 
proolem, 

The first fact in history was that assimilation had 
not selved the Jewish problem anywhere m the 
world. Assimilation as a solution of the Jewish 
problem might be possible if it were what he called 
a “ blitz” assimilation. But there was no such 
thing.

Following almost immediately upon Mussolini's 
threat to conscript the Jews, a census is now being 
taken of Jews to be called up immediately for 
labour service in various provinces of Italy, the 
Poroco reports. Jews of both sexes who 
are physically fit, incl “ privi " Jews, 
those of mixed families and forcign Jews of the 
age groups between 1907 and 1925 are concerned.

JEW LED DUTCH SABOTEURS 


Rudolf Baumgarten, a 23-year-old Amsterdam 
Jew, together with eleven other Dutchmen was 
executed by Nazi firing squads*ecarly this month 
They were involved, with seven others, in an explo- 
sives raid on the Amsterdam Population Register 
on March 27, 1943, and appeared before the Hague 
SS Polizeigericht on May 18 and June 26. It was 
alleged that the accused, six of whom were dressed 
im Dutch police uniform, had, during the raid on 
the Register, made contact with the leaders of the 
illegal Communist Party of Holland through Baum- 
garten. Five more of thé group were half-Jewish 
or had Jewish biood. 

The Jew who led the raid had also ‘made an 
attempt on the life of the quisling Amsterdam Pro- 
cureur-Generaat, and he admitted having shot and 
fatally wounded a police official who wanted 
to question him. He was also responsible, ex 
with two half-Jews belonging to this circle, for an 
explosives raid on March’!5, 1943. on the Amster- 
dam-Haaricm railway line. With the heip of three 
half-Jews from this circle, Baumgarten had aiso 
published and distributed an inflammatory pam- 
phiet, inciting people to sabotage and giving accurate 
directions how to manufacture bombs

ANTI-SEMITISM IN U.S.A, 
Marked Growth in Middle West 


Dr. L. M. Birkhead, Director of the United 
States organisation the Friends of Democracy, 
recently went on a tour of. the Middle West to 
“ sound the war temper” of its population, accord- 
ing to TrRenp or Events, the Jewish news letter 
edited by Mr. Meir Grossman. Reporting on his 
tour, Dr, Birkhead said: 

“Vicious anti-Semitic sentiments. are expressed 
now not only among the crackpot organisations but 
in the so-called best circles. in the best clubs the 
talk reflects the Hitier political line. Anti-Semitism 
may become a powerful political weapon against the 
traditionally liberal American methods. People 
who never before had an opinion about Jews as a 
group now parrot the anti-Semitic ‘ line.” A major 
complaint is that the Jews are buying control of 
properties. Ask them what properties and they 
seem puzzled to explain their beliefs. Customarily 
they end up by naming sOme piece of real estate 
acquired by a Jew. Another cOmplunt is based 
upon the identifiable Hitler propaganda ‘that * the 
Jews got us into the war.’ 

“ Would citizens of the Middle West stoop to 
join any anti-Semitic violence?

ejected. As such, the step has a very great and obvious 
importance especially, though, of course, by no means 
exclusively, for those Jews who may remain in Germany or 
Italy when the war is over. The interval between the 
cessation of hostilities and the complete -restoration of 
Italian and German administration ts likely to. be a pro- 
longed one. It will also be a critical period, in the sense 
that in the course of it the foundations will be planned of the 


shape of things’ to come. Clearly, any mistakes made in 


these formative years may be difficult to undo, and may 
give rise, sooner or later, to formidable problems and 
disputes. 

General Alexander, the Military Governor of Sicily, 
under whose direction Amgot will function, has this week 
issued a proclamation, one paragraph of which announces 
the dissolution of the Fascist Party m the island and the 
annulment of all discriminatory decrees and laws, These 
steps, it need hardly be said, were only to be expected from 
the victorious democratic Powers, though the promptness 
with which they were proclaimed, and the decisive tone 
in which they were stated, render them doubly welcome. 
it must not be regarded as ungracious, however, if it ts 
pointed out, with no less promptitude, that the enunciation 
of principles does not necessarily imply their untrammelied 
implementation. In a world such as twenty years of 
phony peace and four of war have made it, and especially 
in Fascist and Nazified countries, this assumption would 
be an over-simplificatior of a by no mieans easy problem. 
In particular, the grave  vestion of trained administrative 
personnel—a problem which forced itself upon Allied 
attention with embarrassing. stubbornness in Algeria— 
must present itself. General Alexander, in his proclama- 


tian, gets over the difficulty in the obvious way by requiring. 


all the remaining administrative and judicial officials and 
employees of the public services to stay at their posts and 
carry on subject to his direction. This, though perhaps the 
only practicable policy, inevitably involves taking a risk, 
not perhaps very great in Sicily if the friendliness of the 
native population ts to be judged at its face value, But it 
would be plainly impossible in Germany, where officialdom 
is mannéd from top to bottom by hard-bitten Nazis Corrupt, 
cruel. and: intractable, and in whose belated professions 
of penitence no confidence. whatsoever could be placed. 
There may be hidden reserves. of experience available 
among non-Nazis or anti-Nazis, but this is just one of the 
speculations that have hitherto defied any assured conclu- 
‘stons. If. therefore, the interregnum in Germany is not 
to be allowed to filch real victory from the Allies, it may 
be found imperative at least to introduce a very considerable 
Allied element in the German administration. 

lt is very necessary to stress that General Alexander 
excepts from those officials to be retained in office in Sicily 
any officials and political leaders he may deem unsuit- 
able. Such removals, however,’ if one is to judge from 
the Algerian precedent, are often liable to be criticised, 
resented, and intrigued against, in many instances in. the 
sincere belief that mistakes have been made. As a result, 
military authorities, whose overriding purposes are peace 
and security, are exposed to a very heavy remiptation to 
“ chance it’ 

Much, perhaps everything, wii depend on clear and 
firm understanding by the Allied administrators of the 
fixed and unshakable principles which are to govern. their 
whole activities, They must be told and must understand 
with absolute clarity the direction towards which they are 
to steer. They must not be merely left to apply homely 
common. sense to day-to-day problems, with no fixed 
principles against which to measure their decisions. It 
was from such methods that the resounding disgrace of 
Palestine administration sprang. This time, Allied practice 
must show that a lesson has been learnt, and it will show 
it by the standards laid down, the examples sét, and the 
spirit infused into the official hierarchy from the very 
outset of Allied control. If the Allied administrators dis- 
play hesitation and irresolution in the face of, for example, 
threats, or the insidious but stupendous pressure of “ big 
business,” they will earn a reputation for weakness of 
which the secretly hostile will take immediate advantage, 
with far-reaching disaster to the objects they have in view. 

As Jews we have, unfortunately, good reason to be appre- 
hensive on these grounds, for we have the painful and 
intimate experience of the classic case of Palestine. That 
country, as all know, was designated by the decision of 
fifty-two nations as the Jewish National Home, amid much 
congratulation and with many exalted hopes. But from. the 
beginning this noble conception was damned by an admini- 


stration that just did not know where to steer—an 


administration. which.in the.worst possible sense of the 
word, from the point of view of the governance of peoples, 
was quite “ un-principied.” The results are on spears for 


— 


all to behold: hesitation, weakness in resistance to threats, 
lack of consistent policy, and a bureaucracy which, 
encouraged by these grave defects, and possibly by enmity 
‘in high circles to the Zionist enterprise, has actually 
worked with deadly efficiency to undermine the whole plan. 
No one would like such disasters to overtake the future 
administration by the Allies of the liberated territories. Yet 
unless the administration of these countries follows, without 
relaxing, the methods and principles laid down at the 
start, and their officials are set the exact course they are to 
steer and to which they will be resolutely held, the likeli- 
hood of repetition of the Palestine bungle on a catastrophi- 
cally greater scale cannot be dismissed as a mere 
nightmare. 

And if thoughtful men and women to-day are pressing 
such considerations, it is in no mere carping or meddle- 
some spirit but out of an earnest realisation of the 
magnitude, intricacy, and gravity of the problems that the 
Peace will bring. One of the principal causes of the break- 


down of the last Peace settlement was the revulsion - 


amongst the British public against further commitments 
in foreign lands, and the natural longing for a quiet time, 


which in turn resulted in a kind of “ retreat behind the- 


Channel” and a mental isolationism from European 
problems. It was thus that Nazism and Fascism were able to 
flourish. The reappearance of those tendencies at the end of 
the present war must be fought off with the utmost energy. 
The Allied Nations must be braced to the vital task of 
sustained vigilance, lest all their sacrifices of blood and 
treasure Once again are found to have been made in vain. 
In these duties Jews especially, using tact and patience, 
as well as all possible’restraint, have their full share. One 


can only wish that, looking around just now on their own © 


communal governance, the Jews of this country could say 
that their own community seemed likely to. be prepared and 
able to discharge their share in the task. 


THE NEW POLISH GOVERNMENT 


Ir would be a pretence to express undiluted satisfaction with ° 


the composition of the new Polish Cabinet that has been formed 
following the deeply lamented death of General Sikorski, the 
former Premier, It is true that the General's successor has 
publicly announced that he abides by. his predecessor's demo- 
cratic policy. But the colleagues he has summoned to his side 
do not all merit the confidence aroused by his utterances. Among 


them, no doubt, the pro-Jewish Peasant and Socialist Parties,” 


represented in the new Cabinet by six in all, form a majority of 
two against the anti-Jewish Endeks and Christian Labour Party, 
who total only four. But this matter is not to be judged by mere 
counting of heads. - One of the minority, for instance, Dr. Seyda, 


was a former and militant anti-Semite. He has been appointed toa. 


key position in which bis function will be to prepare the Polish 
plans for the Peace Conference. His influence, in that position, is 
certain to be disproportionately great over all his Cabinet col- 
leagues, and may, from the Jewish point of view, be serious if 
not disastrous, A dubious sop has been thrown to the Jews in the 
shape of the appointment to office of the Socialist, Dr, Grosfeld. 
But if he is intended as a Jewish counterpoise to Seyda, then 
any advantage for the Jewish population is likely to be shadowy 
if not illusory, seeing that Grosfeld has always conducted him- 
self as a pronounced assimilationist, and knowledgable coreli- 
gionists do not expect from him any active defence of Jewish 
interests. Surely, if Jewry had to be represented in‘the counsels 
of the Polish Government, some more suitable individual could 
have been found? To take one further point. no Jew has 
received an Under-Secretaryship. If this was deemed 
unnecessary then it was no more so, than the elevation to this 
rank of a person of whom little more need be said than that he 
was a financial supporter of the defunct Polish newspaper, 
Jestem Polakiem. Nt i depressing to have to pass these 
criticisms, but in the dire state of Polish Jewry and the very 
difficult situation that will confront it when the Polish land is 
liberated, nothing is to be gained by pretending. 


COLLABORATION OR COLLABORATIONISM 


Next Sunday the Board of Deputies is to meet again, and one 
of its chief tasks will be to erect the superstructure of the new 
fabric of which the foundations were laid, neither truly nor 
well. at its first meeting after the recent elections. The Com- 
mittees of the Board will be chosen. As has before been pointed 
out, the occasion will be a test of the stafesmanship of those 
who have engineered the “ capture ™ movement. It will reveal 
whether they are little men intent only on reaping the fullest 
party rewards of the recent putsch, or sensible men of affairs 
anxious. before all things, to secure the unity of. British Jewry 
and promote its future welfare, and on the manner in which that 
test is passed will depend, even perhaps more than some of their 
number realise, their prestige and their ultimate power for good 
—or evil. Judging-from appearances, a certain change of atti- 
tude is being manifested. There is a tendency to soft-pedal the 
earlier acclamations of victory, and to substitute for them a 
new-found enthusiasm for collaboration with the independent 
members of the Board. Taken at their face value, these signs 
offer hope for the ultimate solution of the present problems. It 
all depends, however, on how that not always blessed word 
“ collaboration ” is interpreted in actual fact.” Any attempt, for 
instance, to make use of a number of independent members as 
a kind of window dressing while all power was Kept unshakably 
in the hands of the Caucus, might perhaps be a clever move for 
the immediate present. It might fatally weaken any chances of 
further effective opposition by independent members to the 
Caucus bridle, and convince the public that, since the opposition 
to the Caucus had knuckled under, all further struggles would be 
but so many sham fights. But, in the long run, it would make 
of collaboration only a dreary farce. It would be a compromise 
on the well-known pattern explained by Abraham Lincoln, who, 
when asked how he had settled his differences with his wife 


about the colour of household decorations, that he had” 


“compromised on his wife’s choice. 


THE TEST OF GOOD FAITH 


Tere is an abundance of high public spirit in the free and 
unfettered camp which would be ready for any fair arrangement. 
But it cannot be enlisted in the service of a “ Lincoln” com- 
promise. Nor, indeed, should it, for any yielding of the kind 
would carry within it only the seeds of future strife. It would 
exhibit the free members as weak and pliable men, leaders 
whose repute had gone and whom no one would follow. And 
when the time came, as come it certainly may, for them to make 
a stand they would be powerless for effective action. On a 
perhaps cynical view this might suit the Caucus very well, but 
the Community would find its position far less pleasurable and 
secure, What is imperatively needed, therefore, is an honourable 
settlement that will leave no room whatever for any such 
doubts, and the first gesture of good will on the part of those 
who have recently triumphed would be a public dissolution of 
the Caucus and abjuration in future of all Caucus activities. 
That is the line of true selfless statesmanship. If this cannot 
be attained, then the time for defensive action is now. The 
independent Deputies should face up to the logic of facts and 
act accordingly. This may reveal apparently irreconcilable 
communal divisions. It is, however, better in the long run that 
they should be exposed than that they should be masked! In 


politics nething is so damaging to the common weal as make-— 


believe and wishful thinking—appeasement and all that. 


GOVERNMENT'S EDUCATION PLAN. 


No one will grudge the President of the Board of Education a 
meed of admiration for the assiduity and statesmanship with 
which he. is seeking to lay afresh, and on far more resplendent 
lines, the foundations of the national education. Nor will anyone 
fail to recognise the difficulties of his task or wish in any way to 
aggravate them. But just because his efforts are so important 
to the country’s: whole future it is necessary that the snags m 
the educational system that have so often baffled attempts to 
remove them be finally cleared away and the greatest possible 
measure of agreement and wholehearted co-operation achieved. 
In particular, this applies to tke question of the voluntary 
schools, whose survival is a matter of great consequence, and 
not least to the Jews of this country. As explained in the White 
Paper, the proposals for dealing with such schools where the 
management finds it impossible to meet half the cost of the 
improvements needed to bring the building up to standard.. and 
of the continuing external repair of the fabric, cannot but give 
rise. to considerable concern on purely religious grounds. 
indeed, they might, if carried out, almost entirely rob these insti- 
tutions of their specific denominational quality, and make their 
continuance a matter of some doubt. There will, of course, be 
an opportunity for dealing again later on with this momentous 


guestion, when the light of further public discussion has. 


Hiuminated all aspects of the miatter. 


“ TOTAL WAR”? 


Since King David urged the ruthless General Joab to “ deal 
gently with the lad” who was seeking the throne and the royal 
life, there has been nothing quite so pathetic and full of the 
milk of human kindness as the detailed instructions to the airmen 
who were sent to bomb Rome and the feverish apologies and 
explanations and bowings and scrapings all round. One conjures 
up a picture of the pilots, navigators, and bomb-aimers sitting 
“ for hours,” .as we are told—and perhaps with wet towels round 
their heads——and trying to “ memorise a huge map of the target 
area sO as to obtain a clear mental picture, not only of their 
objectives but of buildings to be avoided at all costs.” And 
then, possibly, we recall those cynical augurs of ancient Rome 
who are said to have been in the habit of laughing up their 
sleeves at the gullibility of their dupes—for it is difficult to 
imagine the vandals of Berlin being anything but amused af. the 
efforts of the Allied authorities to exculpate themselves in 
advance from the Nazi charges of cruelty to ancient monuments. 
Even if the Axis rascals were convinced of the transparent 
sincerity of these almost plaintive protestations, would those 
inventors of “total war” ever admit as much if their multi- 
tongued propaganda? After all, the “citizens of Rome” are 
not such “ blocks, stones, and worse than senseless things,” 
as they were once described, as not to be able to see for them- 
selves whether or not some pagan relic had been hit. And as 
for the citizens of Londgn, of Canterbury, or Coventry, they too 
may well be trusted to take note, and to glow with pride and 
satisfaction at the fact that the monuments which are “ the 
glory of the civilised world” have been so carefully spared, 
and that in this respect at any rate the great task of saving 
civilisation is being suecessfully accomplished. 


JHE SECOND COMMANDMENT 


SoME too human sceptics might compare this victory for 
civilisation with the defeat that was suffered in the matter of 


the wholesale slaughter of the Polish lews and Gentiles, and . 


wonder in which of the two cases the cause of humanity 
received its deadliest stab. Many. however, have been driven 
to the conclusion that the real wonder is why the Allies did 
not follow their own intention, expressed in the leaflets showered 
on the “ citizens of Rome,” to “ leave it to their sound judgment 
to decide whether it is probable that we should waste our effort 
on the destruction of targets which are of no importance to the 
war effort.”. Italians, normally inieiligent, might have appre- 
ciated that appeal to their reason much more than an effusion 
of sentiment—-and many thousands of Englishmen not in love 
with softness in dealing with gangster brutes might have felt 
better about it. There is a certain “ Jewish” 
monument in Rome, the arch of Titus, in which are. preserved 
the only remaining contemporary likenesses of the sacred appur- 
tenances captured when the Temple in Jerusalem was sacked. 
Yet Jewish opinion would gladly agree to the fattest and fastest 
of two-thousand-pounders landing square on this monument 
to Titus’s plunder, if thereby one little child’s life in Poland.or 
elsewhere could be saved by the speedier ending of the war. 
But then we Jews worship the living God—not sticks and stones.

THE JEWS 


Chief Rabbi's Tribute 


A mempbrial service for General Sikorski, the late 
Polish Prome Minster 
the St. John’s Wood Synagoguc. The sermon was 
preached by the Chief Rabbi, and the service, which 
was arranged by Polish Jewish organisations, Was 
attended by Mr. Jan Kwapinski, Deputy Premver 
of Poland, by General Neugcbour, and other Polish 
officers. and Prot. O. Gorka, of the Polish Viinorities 
Department... Rabbi Melicer,. Polish-Jewish Chap- 
lain. officiated 

Dr -_Hertz referred in his sermon to the place of 
the Jew in the history of Poland. “ Ii the acid test 
of tolefation in any land is the treatment of the 
Jews.’ he said...” history tells ws that few countries 
can meet that test as well. as docs Poland.” To 
Poland belonged the. priority among European 

-oples in rehgious and cultural toleration. As far 

ack as the year 1264, King Boleslav gave to the 
Jews a Charter that guaranteed to every Jew invola- 
bility of life, limb, and possessions, and shicided 
him from annoyance, insult, and every infringement 
of the rights of a free citizen. This Charter was 
later enlarged by King Casimir the Great, and-——what 
was unparalleled in Evropean history—it was faith- 
fully carried out for over 400 years. Candour com- 
peiled him to add, said the Chief Rabb:, that this 
promise of brotherhood to the Jews had, in recent 
decades. not invariably been honoured in the 
observance. However, there had always been in 
Poland a minority of jast and chivalrous men who 
believed that righteousness alone exaltcth a nation 

General Sikorski was in the true succession to that 
minority. Dr. Hertz recalled the late Premier's 
official declaration assuring cquality of Jews with 
other citizens. He recalled the silence of a large 
portion of the Western press concerning the system- 
atic mass murder of Continental Jewry and the 
attitude of doubt taken up by. the Governments of 
the Allied Nations. It was General Sikorski, he 
said. and the men behind him, who first broke the 
spell of that curious silence. Ht had been freely 
reported that it was the Polish Government that 
convinced the British Forcign Office of the full 
horror of the Nazi annihilation of a millon and 
more Jewish victims in Poland. There had followed 
the historic declaration by Viscount Simon and Mr. 
Anthony Eden. “* Whatever be the fruits of those 
declarations in the day of victory,” said the preacher, 
“ General Sikorski’s share in securing that fruit 
will not be forgotten.”

The President, Mr. D. I. Sandelson, who presided: 
said that talks he had recently had with leaders of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association had fully convinced 
him that they were worthy successors to a long 
tradition of Jewish loyalty and practical service to 
the Jewish people—men whose personal altainments 
and vast experience in public affairs made them 
invaluanle in the service of the community. 

From the moment it became known that it was 
intended by certain sections of the Board of tes 
to break the agreement with the Anglo-Jewtsh 
Association. he, Mr. Sandelson, had had a single 
clear-cut policy which he had consistently pursucd, 
which was to ensure that the best talents available 
in Anglo-Jewry, drawn from all classes and sections, 
must combine to direct the supremely important 
work by the Foreign Affairs Committec. 

jandelson knew that the Anglo-Jewish 
Association would not willingly lie down and dic 
at the bidding of any section of the community, — 
he equally_realised that it would be fatal if 
Jewry $ poke through isolated of 
through a central authority. Would wise counse! 
still prevail and, within the spirit of the decision 
by the Board to set up its own Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, a solution be found to preserve unity of 
action? He believed such a solution was attainabic 
by the Board inviting a number of the leaders of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association to become members of 
the Forcign Affairs Committee. Further; Mr. 
Sandelson hoped the Forcign Affairs Committee 
would invite the President of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association to be its Vice-Chairman. 

Mr. Joseph Porton congratulated Mr. Sandelson 
on the magnificent stand he had made and said that 
without abating his, ardent desire that the Board 
should pursue a full Ziontst policy, he. nevertheless 
supported Mr. Sandelson in the part he had played, 
to seek to promote Anglo-Jewish unity. 

Mr. Maurice Stross said that he hoped the com- 
munity would never again hear of the Caucus. 
Members of the Board should be independent. They 
should -ote according to their conscience and not 
under the direction of any Organised group 

Mr. Henry Freedman said it would. be a calamity 
if the Caucus thought more of victory than of the 
larger purpose of making the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
ream a powerful voice in the interests of world 
ewry. 


WHY THE NAZI HATES THE JEW 


Viscountess Snowden addressed a meeting held 
in Bournemouth, under the auspices of the National 
Committee for Rescue from Nazi -Terror, on 
“The Persecution of the Jews and other Nazi 
Victims,” the Mayor of Bournemouth presiding 

Speaking of the reasons for the Nazi hatred of the 
Jews, Lady Snowden said that one of these was 
the Jews’ internationalism. She stressed that it was 
one of the most hopeful facts of civilisation that 
the great Jewish community believed in the brother- 
hood of man by the implication of its faith. “* ff 
| as 2 non-Jew were asked for the chief reason for 
the persecution of the Jew, 1 would say that it 
was because of his strict and courageous worship 
of the one God. which implies the brotherhood of 
man. 

The Bermuda Conference had done almost noth- 
ing. complained the speaker. Was it not possible 
to say to the neutral countries who had taken so 
many to shelter: We will take some of them our- 
selves, so that you can take more into your borders? 
The argument that there were no ships was no 
longer true. Large quantities of wine were being 
shipped, oranges, lemons, grapefruit ; cigaretics by 
the million: but—what about human jife? Many 


: ships were going out with practically no ballast at 


all in the way of useful things: they might be 
weighed down by human beings who had escaped. 
Palestine could do with fifty thousand more adults 
for the growing of food and other things, but nothing 
like that number was permitted to go 

Canon Hediey Burrows moved a resolution urging 
the Government to speed up all possible measures 
for providing asylum: The Rev. C. L. Heilpern 
paid a tribute to Mrs. St. Clair Stobart for her efforts 
im organising the mecung.

DR. WEIZMANN’S TRIBUTE TO 
COLONEL CAZALET 


Dr. Chaim Weizmann paid a remarkable tribute 
to the late Col. Victor Cazalet. M.C.. M.P.. at a 
memorial meeting which was held last week at 77, 
Great Russell Street, W.C.1. 

ey were assembled, said Dr. Weizmann. to 
mourn the loss of one of the most precious friends 
the Jewish people had had in modern history 
Col, Cazalet gave his support to the Zionist move- 
ment, Dr. Weizmann believed, against the advice 
of tis own political chiefs. Nothing would move 
him from that. He did not know for a long time 
that this tradition of devotion to Jewish affairs and 
t© Palestine lived in his family. During his last 
visit to Palestine, they brought to him an extract 
of the history of the Ziontst Movement in which 
he could read for himself that his grandfather. 
Edward Cazalet, more than sixty years ago, was 
dreaming of bringing the Jews over to Palestine. 
and wrote on Zionism and Palestine something 
which could be casily written and‘ read to-day. 
When he read those few sentences Col. Cazalet's 
eyes shone with pride and he said, “It is the 
Huguenot's tradition: they were refugees themselves 
and they could understand what it meant alwavs to 
be a wanderer.” 


Visited VMiages During Arab Riots 


He would never forget those days. said the 
speaker, when, although Palestinc was still under 
the cloud of the Arab unrest and troubles. Col. 
( azaict went through village alter village and took 
a great interest in éverything, making friends with 
all the colonists. He was a great friend, a grea 
patriot, a man who would, be was sure, have come 
into his own politically He was mterested in 
Poland, and he was devoted to General Sikorski 
and he was a great deal mortified about the dis- 
unron im the ranks of the Polish leadership, and 
was always using his great influence and his great 
capacity of straightening out things im order to 
unite the various conflicting currents withm the 
Polish Government m exile here.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
TRADITION 


OSES received the Torah on Sinai, and handed 


it down to Joshua: Joshwa to the elders; the 
and the prophets « 


elders to the prophets ; 
handed it down to the men of the Great Synagogue.” 
Thus we hear this week in the Ethics of the Fathers. 
The Jew is a Jew because he is part of this chain 
of tradition. What makes a man a Jew is his sead- 
fast stand by tradition, a tradition which he not only 
‘has but which made him. “ Before | formed 
thee in the womb. I knew thee “” Veremiah i. 5). 
The word “ tradition ” must in this connection be 
interpreted as far as possible in principle. There is 
no place in the Bible where we might say that here 
something entered into a man which was not there 
before—relationship to God. Moses proclaimed 


_ the God of the fathers, Abraham left Ur of the 


Chaldees, obedient to his God. Noah, Cain, and 
Abel had already turned to God before Abraham. 
Even Adam and Eve had felt ashamed in the 
presence of God. There never was a beginning— 
the only beginning for us was God's creation of 
heaven and carth, and the creation of man in His 
mage. And man who was created in God's image 
knows of God through his fear of God, through 
his thankfulness and his hope, 


Wwe express our relationship to God in a number 
of ways. One of these is the fear of God 
(Yiras Hashem). That this fear in something primi- 
tive, characteristic of uncivilised man, is the conten- 
tion of a certain type of psychologist. If our 
psychologists choose for their material the primitive 
races of man, with their supposed biological affinity 
to the ape, in preference to an Isaiah, a Pericles, a 
Shakespeare. or a Goethe, then indeed the taboo 
must stand for the explanation of the fear of God 
of the Israelite Prophets. But there is another sort 
of psychology which docs not seck the ape but God's 
image in man, sot the beast of prey. but the Prophet 
and the Priest, And for this psychology men’s fear 
of God is not something primitive, which has still 
to develop, but is characteristic of the highest order 
of man. Fear of God, hope (which is most genuine 
in the passionate waiting of Messianism but is still 
hope in the optimism of the liberal-minded man), 
trust, ‘thankfulmess. humility, obedience-——these are 
all words with which the Jew can explain his rela- 
tionship to God, 

Torah is tradition. It continues to be living 
tradition. The Jew has a place in the tradition 
which leads from the first ancestors to their present- 
day descendants. He is there in a double capacity— 
as the heir of a spirit and also as the child of Jewish 
parents. The Jew is the man who holds and guards 
the memory of the road that lics behind. But the 
break with tradition which has so often taken place 
in modern Judaism has taken from him the memory 
of the past. He has no “ Jewish knowledgc.” 

The breach with tradition must be healed by the 
return to tradition. In addition to being children of 
Jewish parents, we are Jews through knowledge. 
The expression “ Scribes and Pharisees ” still means 
something to us Jews. Jewish knowledge is the 
treasure-house which .is open to us when we inquire 
after God. This knowledge, which according to the 
Hellenistic expression makes us “ Scribes, does not 
mean that as Jews we must be philosophers or 
scholars to be obedient to God. The great achieve- 


-ment of Rabbinical Judaism, of Pharisaism, was 


that it provided this knowledge in the Synagogue, as 
a general education, to all, and not only toa superior 
caste. We do not * believe ": we know. 


ROSENZWEIG formulates the concep- 
tion that the Jew “does not beleve in sonic- 
thing; he is himself belief; he believes with a 
directness that no dogmatic believer can attain to. 
This faith does not depend much upon tts dogmatic 
demonstration : it €xists—that is more than words.” 
In saying that the Jew is belicf, Rosenzweig uses the 
word to describe the religious position of Judaism. 
But he does not make any compromise On principle 
with the Christian conception of belief, from which 
there 1s no bridge to Judaism. He simply uses the 
word “ belief.”” as many people do, to signify know- 
ing God. trusting in God, seck ing Crod What he 
wants to emphasise is that the Jew 1s not mercly one 
who accepts the creed, where the creed and the man 
who holds it are two different things. The Jew is 
a human figure, formed by a history which has 
shaped the Jewish man. sfore I formed thee in 
the womb I knew thee.” That is what Dostoevsky 
means when, in speaking of the philosophical 
atheism of certain Jewish intellectuals, he says, 
don't believe any Jew when he says “he does not 


believe in God.” 
We have besides the - Bible the Mishna, the 


Tulmud. the post-Talmudical writings, etc. “ Moses 


received the Torah on Sinai and handed it down to 
Joshua: Joshua to the elders: the elders to the 
prophets; and the prophets handed it down to the 
men of the Great Synagogue.” So it goes on, down 
to the youngest discerning student, of whom it is 
said that whatever he may one day ‘proclaim before 
his teacher has already been proclaimed before by 
Moses on Sinai. A contemporary o! ours may 
this youngest student, but whether he is or not, what 
matters only is whether what we have learned 
through him is tradition, the repetition of what 
since Sinai i Jewish tradition, from generation to 
generation.

MEMBERSHIP GROUPS 


CONFER 
Problems in Small Localities 

A large number of delegates attended a conference 
of representatives of the membership groups of the 
United Synagogue at Woburn House last week. Mr. 
Maurice Hyams, the Chairman of the Membership 
Committee, presided. 

Sir Robert Waley Cohen, President of the United 
Synagogue, said the community, they were all accus- 
tomed to say, was living in tumes of great anxiety, 
and it showed itself in rather frayed nerves, for 
one thing. But for another, it tended to exacerbate 
the materia! controversies which engaged them all 
and in which they naturally took their part. But it 
seemed to him that there was one rather serious 
effect that that had—it tended to submerge the real 
problem of every Jewish community, and that was 
the practice and preservation of Judaism. And he 
felt that these membership groups were rendering a 

reat service to the community and to the future of 

udaism and Jewry in this country by keeping alive 
their religiotis life in all these different centres and 
making quite sure that their children were receiving 
religious education and were learning what it meant 
to be Jews and Jewesses and to have a great tradition 
to live ap to and to hand on to future generations. 

The Rev. Ephraim Levine stressed the point that 
there never was a time in the Jewish history of this 
country when a more concerted effort was demanded 
of all their people. Apart from America, this 
country was the great stronghold of Judaism to-day, 
and unless they were alive to the problems that 
confronted them, the future seemed indeed to be 
ominous, 

A good deal of misunderstanding could be 
removed and aillayed by the establishment of a 
mutual s — of co-operation between Jew and non- 
Jew, and one of the primary problems that con- 
fronted the groups in the various parts of the 
country was how to establish this feeling of good- 
will between them.

He, therefore, thought that there 
ought to be much closer co-ordimation to see that 
the educational! standard m the Groups was kept up. 
The Groups should aiso be entitled to greater 
financial support from the United Synagogue, which 
should be given directly. for educational purposes. 

Mr. LL. Gerstein drew attention to the fact that in 
nearly every group there were rival congregations. 
Because of this, the scope for a Minyan in Staines 
had. been narrowed down, and instead they had 


. SIX in One Congregation, eight in another, or nine 


in a third, and the result was that none of them had 
a Minyan. He. suggested that a Liaison Officer 
should be appointed to visit groups regularly. 

After further discussion, Mr. Hyams replied. He 
said they probably did not realise the dearth of 
trained and efficient people who were able and 
willing to take on positions as ministers and teachers. 

Mr. Hyams assured Mr; Landau that they had 
beocn spending a great amount of time in going into 
this question of education finance in the Groups. 
But he did think that they must exercise a sense of 
proportion and not be ready and over-willing to 
pour out all.them charttable efforts.m one directidn 


_ and to leave other directions seriously handicapped. 


In spite of the difficulties and uncertainties through 
which the United Synagogue had passed since the 
beginning of the war until just recently, they had 
nevertheless contributed over £25,000 during the war 
to education. 

In the- course of his general report, Mr. Hyams 
said_that during these years they had made very 
satisfactory progress under all the varying con- 
ditions of uncertainty, The membership in this last 
period had more or less doubled, the nimber of 
groups had also doubled. and only in one case had 
they had a cessation of a group—through an internal 
conflict. 

There was, he added, another extremely important 
matter which was coming to the fore—the Youth 
Movement... They had formed a special department 
which was intended to promote Opportunities 
of providing guidance for the young boys and girls

JEWISH DEFENCE 
4 VIEWS ON ANTI-SEMITISM 


The Minister of the Edgware District Synagog 
the Rev. A. Tobias, presided over a mecting sssmaned 
by Mowbray (Edgware) Jewish Literary and Social 
Society im the Rose Harris Hall on Sunday to dis- 
cuss anteSemitism. 

The Hon. Ivor Montagu analysed the causes of the 
recent growth of anti-Semitism. In the war prospects 
were now disadvantageous to the Axis. Hitler now 

inned his hopes on a victory achieved by pro- 
ging the war and by promoting disunity 

the United Nations and im cach individual nation. 

Hence the Nazi propaganda, the most important 

form of which was racial propaganda. 

There were three attitudes which the Jew might 
take up. The first was that the Jew must live a 
good life, and so nothing could harm him. This 
belief,- however, was a misconception. because it 
placed on the Jew the responsibility for his 
persecution. 

_ The second was that the Jew should only take part 
in Jewish social activity, which was a grave mistake. 
The solution for the Jew in time of danger was to 
be in the forefront of social collaboration on all 
issues concerned with winning the war. What had 


- brought the Jew sympathy was not propaganda for 


the suffering and massacre he had undergone, but the 
spectacie of the fighting Jew contributing to victory. 
he Rev. W. Ww. Smnpeon, the Secretary of the 
Council for Christians Apd Jews, said that the 
existence of anti-Semitigm was a challenge not 
merely to combat anti-Semitism but to put across 
something more positive and more lasting for the 
ood of mankind. Anti-Semites ef this gencration 
ad made this country Jew-conscious and that was 
freatty to the detriment of their own conwnunity 
ife 


Co-operation Between Jews and Non-Jews 


Mr. Simpson said that the present situation 
Was a very unhappy comment on the extent to which 


the churches and the Synagogue had failed to eet 


across some of the most postive and constructive of 
their respective messages. The promotion of a bette: 
understanding and active co-operation between Jcws 
and Christians must, in the last resort, prove the 
most eflective means of combating anti-Semitism. 

Mr. John Platts-Mills. Chairman of the Haldane 
Society of Lawyers, dealt with: the question of 
legislation to stop anti-Semitism, He advocated 
sane legislation which forbade any incitement to 
racial discrimination in the country. The Jew would 
not stop anti-Semitism, because the thing was hke 
a disease which gripped peeple’s minds. Me.recalled 
the inquiry into the shelter disaster and the rumours 
that were spread at the time, and declared that it 
was not sufficient for Mr. Dunne & exculpate the 
Jews. They ought to have had the facts. ** The 
concealment,” he added, “* of the full information 
at that inquiry is unconscious Jew-baiting of the 
worst sort.” 

Ihe Council for Crvil Liberties urged that there 
should be legislation which made it a criminal 
offence for any person to do any act whether by 
word, deed. or writing which directly tended to 
provoke unfavourable discrimination against, or to 
ansult any racial group of His Majesty's subjects, or 
to expose any racial group to hatred, ridicule, or 
contempt 

The Rev. A. Baum. of the Zionist Federation, 
said the Jewish war effort had been tremendous in 
Palestine, in Russia, and im every Allied’ Army 
But if the United Nations. had been sincere in ther 
determination to uproot anti-Semitism there were 
two. things: which were open tg, them to do. mmmed- 
ately.

CAREERS ADVICE 
Educational Reconstruction 


Breadth of vision has certainly been shown in the 
Government's proposals for educational recon- 
struction which have been eve in a White Paper 
presented to Parliament by R.A. Butler, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Education (H.M. Stationery 
Office, 6d.).

CONTENT OF BEEF SAUSAGES 


Following the recent announcement of the steps 
taken to improve the nutritional value of the war- 
time sausage, the Minister of Food has made an 
Order amending the Meat Products and Cooked 
Meat (Control and Maximum Prices) Order, 1942, 
which will make it compulsory, from July 25, to 
include 74 per cent low fat soya products in all beef 
sausages and beef sausage meat. 

In order to attain more uniformity in the meat 
content of beef sausages and sausage meat, the Order 
further prescribes, from this week, a meat con- 
tent of 374 per cent with a tolerance of 24 per cent 
below and 5 per cent above that figure; this com- 
pares with the present requirement which allows as 
much as 45 per cent and as little as 30 per cent to 
be included... The prescribed meat contents for 
luncheon sausage, liver sausage, and those other 
meat products for which standards are laid down 
will remain as at present, 

The Order increases from this week the maxi- 
mam prices for certain kasher meat products. The 
new maximum prices are as follows:

Home-Lite 


Contributor puts the need 
mutual tion inthe 
revival of the true family atmosphere 


EMOCRACY has in this war reached its greatest 
testing period, when it is locked in the fiercest 
fight of all time with the dark powers which 

would substitute the application of force in human 
relationships for that of reasonableness. How, then, 
does democracy work out in home life, the earliest 
and most potentially influential school of mankind? 
Does it depend on applied force, irrespective of 
individual susceptibilities, or is there a reasonable 
approach to the questions that affect all the inhabi- 
tants of any particular home? 

We all remember the classic response attributed 
to Abraham Lincoln when he was asked about his 
own and his wife's choice of colour for the decora- 
tion of their home “ She,” he is alleged to have 
said, “ wanted green and 1 wanted blue. So we 
compromised on green This method of settling 
a domestic or any other problem 1s just plain 
dictatorship! And yet how in one limited sphere 
can there be two or more’ governing Principles, two 
or more tests of will, or decisions on choice? 

it is quite obvious that there cannot be, and so 
the wise thing to do seems to be to adopt a sort 
of partition of authority between husband and witc 
and allow each to rule-absolutely im their respective 
spheres, When, however, children cease to be just 
children and develop personalities, wishes, and life 
objects of their own, even the dual control of the 
Rliome must again be split up so as to make place for 
the proper functioning of these important additional 
manifestations. 


An Overruling Authority 

The principle of allowing cach to pursue his 
own way in his ewn sphere should be adopted, but 
at the same time it ts obvious that some overruling 

authority must be set up to decide on major probiems 

affecting all the personnel of the home, Broadly 
speaking, this can best be accomplished by estab- 
lishing the central rule on the most impersonal and 
gencral lines... Times for meals, rules concerning the 
proper leaving of the bathroom, the disposal of 
muddy boots, etc. can and should be laid down by 
the central authority.. At the same time, considera- 
tion for each member's personal problems and diffi- 
culties should besborne in mind in the enforcement 
of these regulations. 

In a word, the central authority for rule in the 
home must be based first and foremost on an incul- 
cated spirit of mutual co-operation among all 
menrbers of the family. Hf the heads of the home in 
co-operation have by thei example as well as precept 
taught their children the principles of considerMtion 
towards one another, there is every likelihood that 
the piven will mould themselves at an early. age 
on this pattern and unconsciously absorb into their 
characters the clements of true helpfulness. 

That this can be accomplished within the frame- 
work of a well-ordered. and almost strictly. run 
family is one of the glories of the home as a human

_ To the Editor of Tue Jewtsn 


Sm,.-—-With reference to your Editorial in your 
July 16th issue, first of all, I must utterly refute 
any suggestion that the article of which you com- 
plain was anti-Semitic. My views on Semitism are 
well known, and, moreover, I have deliberately 
dissociated myself from people in the past whom 
i felt to be anti-Semitic. One can always find 
hidden innuendoes if one is looking for them. I 
regret, however, that Mr. Colin Dale's article has 
caused any offence; it certainly was not intended. 

Further, | would point out that whilst we have 
published one side of the story, we have been just 
as fair in publishing the criticisms im the current 
issuc, which you will see from the enclosed copy. 
As Editor, I do not take sides in the controversy. 

There is one innuendo m your letter to which I 
take the greatest exception. It is your reference to 
the fact that I acted: as election agent to Capt. 
Bernard Acworth. It is true that | agreed to act 
in that capacity, but I made it a condition that cer- 
tain people should not be allowed to enter the 
Commiuttee Rooms under any circumstafices. Capt. 
Acworth would not agree, and as far as the cam- 
paign was concerned my connection with i ter- 
mindted instantly. I todk steps to see that this fact 
was notified to the press through the Worto’s Press 

ews which I feel sure you must have seen. [| am 
not in any way connected with Capt. Bernard 
Acworth, nor do I share some of his views. Any 
connection which I had with him in the first place 
was mereciy my interest in seeing a non-Party man 
returned. 

Whilst "on the question of anti-Semitism it might 
interest your many Jewish readers to know that I 
have gone out of my way to try and persuade 
influential Jews to start a counter<ampaign by 
collecting news items regarding Jewish people in 
the Forces to send out as ordinary publicity sheets 
to the various newspapers. The mere mention 
of the fact that “ Flight Lieut. X—a Jewish officer
